What is violence against women? 


In the United Nations Declaration on the.Elimination of Violence Against Women, the term violence 
against women refers to “any act of gender-based violence that results in, or is likely to result in, 
physical, sexual or psychological harm or suffering to women, including threats of such acts, 
coercion or arbitrary deprivation of liberty, whether occurring in public or private life”. Violence 
against women is also a “manifestation of the historically unequal power relations between men and 
women, which have led to domination over and discrimination against women by men and to the 
prevention of women’s full advancement”.

What are the most common forms of violence against women? 


Violence against women can take many forms. It is most commonly divided into the following types: 


Psychological violence: Encompasses various tactics to undermine an individual’s self-confidence 
such as yelling, insults, mockeries, threats, abusive language, humiliation, harassment, contempt, 
deliberate deprivation of emotional care or isolation. 


Physical violence: The most obvious, ranges from pushing and shoving to hitting, beating, physical 
abuse with a weapon, torture, mutilation and murder. 


Sexual violence: Any form of non-consensual sexual activity (i.e., forced on an individual) ranging 
from harassment, unwanted sexual touching, to rape. This form of violence also includes incest. 


Financial violence: Encompasses various tactics for total or partial control of an individual’s 
finances, inheritance or employment income. It may include denying access to one’s own financial 
records and knowledge about personal investments, income or debt, or preventing a partner from 
taking employment outside the home or engaging in other activity that would lead to financial 
independence. 


Spiritual abuse: Works to destroy an individual’s cultural or religious beliefs through ridicule or 
punishment, forbidding practice of a personal religion or forcing someone to adhere to religious 
practices that are not their own.

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What is criminal harassment? 


Criminal harassment, commonly referred to as “stalking”, is persistent, malicious, unwanted 
surveillance and an invasion of privacy that is a constant threat to an individual’s personal security. 
The stalker may begin by telephoning and harassing a woman, her friends and family, persistently 
following her, spending extended periods of time watching someone’s home or place of work, 
watching her movements. In August 1993, section 264 of the Criminal Code of Canada was amended 
to inghade a provision on “criminal hereeernen dy

What is trafficking? 


The United Nations estimates that four million people are trafficked throughout the world each year. 
U.S. White House officials have estimated that two million women are trafficked worldwide for the sex 
trade alone. Based on the definition in the United Nations Protocol to Prevent, Suppress and Punish 
Trafficking in Persons, Especially Women and Children, supplementing the United Nations Convention 
against Transnational Organized Crime, “trafficking in persons shall mean the recruitment, 
transportation, transfer, harbouring or receipt of persons, by means of the threat or use of force or 
other forms of coercion, of abduction, of fraud, of deception, of the abuse of power or of a situation of 
vulnerability or of the giving or receiving of payments in order to achieve the consent of a person having 
control over another person, for the purpose of exploitation. Exploitation shall include, at a minimum, 
the exploitation of the prostitution of others or other forms of sexual exploitation, forced labour or 
service, slavery or practices similar to slavery, servitude or the removal of organs”. It should be noted 
that trafficking in persons may include situations of legal entry into the receiving or transit state.

Are some women more vulnerable to violence than others? 


Violence can touch women of all ages and all ethno-cultural and socio-economic backgrounds. But it 
would be false to assume that all women are equally at risk. Some are more vulnerable than others. 
Their degree of risk is dictated by factors including their class, culture, race, colour of skin, sexual 
orientation, physical and mental abilities, education, age, where they live, their language. Women 
facing multiple barriers in our society, namely Aboriginal women, immigrant women, refugees, 
members of visible minorities, women with a disability, lesbians, young women and older women, are 
at greater risk of experiencing violence.

Is violence not just a simple loss of self-control? 


Although problems of human relations, stress, alcohol and drug consumption, depression or 
unemployment, for example, can contribute to violence against women, we cannot accept these as 
either excuses for, or root causes of, violence. In fact, most acts of violence are an attempt to assert 
control over others.

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Why are some men violent? 


There is no simple answer to this question. The phenomenon of violence against women is complex 
and is the result of a combination of factors. Among other things, violence is the result of 
behaviours learned at a young age. Many men learn early on to use power as a way to express their 
“masculinity” or to dominate and control others around them. This way of thinking makes the use 
of violence more acceptable in their eyes. Most of these acts of violence are an attempt to assert 
control over women, children or other men. Paradoxically, most violent acts by men are a 
fundamental sign of weakness, insecurity and/or lack of self-esteem combined with a capacity for 
physical and verbal domination and a feeling that they should be superior and in control to be “real” 
men. Violence therefore, becomes an attempt to affirm power, privilege and control. The general 
acceptance by our society of subordination of women to men, and the subordination of certain 
women to other women, and the socio-sexual roles of men and women driven by their religion, the 
media, and culture, contribute to perpetuate this way of thinking and acting. The lack of severe 
penalties for violent acts compared with the gravity of these acts also contributes to encouraging 
violence in men. While there are many explanations for violence, there are no excuses.

What are the consequences of violence against women? 


: Violence against women carries heavy consequences for those who are victims and for society. 


For female victims of violence: 


The consequences are not identical from one person to another. They vary according to factors such 
as the nature and gravity of the abuse, duration, personality of the victim, the support network and 
resources available. Among the psychological consequences, are fear, distrust, anxiety, feelings of 
guilt and/or shame, loss of self-esteem, difficulty concentrating, depression and thoughts of suicide, 
use of drugs, alcohol and/or other medications. Physical signs of abuse include wounds, restless 
sleep, nightmares, insomnia, nausea, injuries, permanent disability, unwanted pregnancy, sexually 
transmitted diseases (STD), death. Social indicators of abuse include being isolated, being 
stigmatized, failing grades in school or poor performance at work, absenteeism, financial difficulties. 


For society: 


Fear of aggression is present not only in the lives of victims of abuse but also in the lives of many 
women. How many women do not dare to travel alone, go on a nature hike, stay out late or walk home 
alone in the evening? Furthermore, girls and boys who witness or experience violence in the home are 
at high risk of becoming victims and/or abusers later in life. In 1995, the financial costs to society in 
health care, social services, criminal justice and lost employment days have been established to exceed 
$4.2 billion annually in Canada.

HIGHLIGHTS 


Fact! Women tend to be more fearful of 
being victims of a crime in specific situations 
than are men. In 1999, 64% of women 
reported feeling somewhat or very worried 
while waiting for or using public 
transportation alone after dark, more than 
double the proportion of 29% for men. 
About 29% of women reported being 
somewhat or very worried if they were home 
alone in the evening (compared with 12% of 
men) and 18% of women felt somewhat or 
very unsafe when walking alone in their area 
after dark (compared with 6% of men).?

National Day of Remembrance and Action on Violence against Women 


An incomplete picture 


Solely on the basis of cases reported to the 
police, it is difficult to give an accurate 
picture of the number of Canadian women 
who suffer from violence each year. In 
Canada, most crimes against the person 
committed against women are not reported to 
the police. When they are, several months or 
even years may have elapsed from the time of 
the incident until it is reported. 


Also, only 164 police departments in 
7 provinces participated in the 1999 Incident- 
based Uniform Crime (UCR2) Survey of the 
Canadian Centre for Justice Statistics 
(CCJS), representing only 46% of the national 
volume of reported crimes in Canada for 
1999.1 


Accordingly, the statistics presented in this 
fact sheet show only a fragment of the overall 
picture of violence against women in Canada. 
Therefore, these statistics are not nationally 

representative. 


Of all victims of crimes against the person in 1998*, females made up the vast majority of 


victims of sexual assault (85%), criminal harassment (78%), other sexual offences (74%), kidnapping 


or abduction (62%) and common assault (52%).4 


Fact! 


Of all female victims of crimes against the person in 1998*, 51% were victims of common 


assault, 11% of sexual assault, 9% of robbery, 9% of assault with a weapon causing bodily arm and 


6% of criminal harassment. + 


Fact! 


Women are much more likely to be victimized by someone they know than by a stranger. In 


1998*, 78% of all female victims were victimized by someone they know (35% by a close friend or an 


acquaintance, 32% by a current or past partner, 
victimized by a stranger.*

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SEXUAL ASSAULT 


Fact! In 1998*, over 28,952 sexual offences were reported in Canada, including 25,493 sexual 
assaults and 3,459 other types of sexual offence (such as sexual touching, invitation to sexual 
touching, sexual exploitation, incest, sodomy and bestiality). Women made up the vast majority of 
victims of sexual assault (85%) and other types of sexual offence (75%).§ 


Age of victims 


Fact! In 1998%*, the majority (56%) of female victims of sexual assault were under age 18 (25% were 
under age 12 and 31% were from 12 to 17 years old). Adult women aged 18 and over accounted for 
44% of the victims.5 With regard to other types of sexual offence, 50% of female victims were under 
age 12, 36% were from 12 to 17 years old, and 14% were adults.5 


Relation to offender 


Fact! In 1998*, 33% of female victims of sexual assault aged 18 and over were assaulted by a 
friend or a casual acquaintance, 26% by a stranger and 25% by a family member (including a spouse 
or ex-spouse). As for girls aged 12 and under, sexual assault was committed by a family member in 
44% of cases and by a casual acquaintance in 35% of cases.5 


SPOUSAL VIOLENCE 


Fact! According to the 1999 General Social Survey, only 37% of cases of spousal violence involving 
female victims were reported to the police in the five years preceding the survey.} 


Types of assault 


Fact! Female victims of spousal violence tend to be more severely abused than male victims. More 
women are likely to be subjected to severe forms of violence such as being beaten, choked and 
sexually assaulted. For example, of all victims of spousal violence in the five years prior to the 1999 
General Social Survey, female victims aged 15 years and over were almost seven times more likely to 
be sexually assaulted than male victims (20% versus 3%), five times more likely to report being 
choked (20% versus 4%), two and a half times more likely to report being beaten (25% versus 10%), 
and almost twice as likely to report being threatened with a gun or a knife or had one used against 
them (13% versus 7%). Female victims were also pushed, grabbed or shoved almost twice more than 
male victims (81% versus 43%). 


Severity of assault 


Fact! Female victims of spousal violence are more likely than their male counterparts to suffer 
some kind of physical injury as a result of spousal violence. Of all the victims of spousal violence in 
the five years prior to the 1999 General Social Survey, female victims aged 15 years and over were 
three times more likely than male victims to report experiencing a physical injury (40% versus 13%), 
and five times more likely to require medical attention as a result of the violent incident (15% 

versus 3%).

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Fact! In many cases of spousal violence reported in the five years prior to the 1999 General Social 
Survey, the violence or the threat of violence was so severe that almost four female victims in ten 
(38%) feared for their lives, while the rate for male victims was less than one in ten (8%).1 


Number of incidents 


Fact! Women are more likely than men to be victims of repeated incidents of spousal violence. 
Sixty-five per cent (65%) of all female victims who reported being assaulted by a current or previous 
partner were victimized on more than one occasion (compared with 54% of male victims) and 26% 
reported being victimized more than 10 times (compared with 13% of male victims).1 
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Admission to shelters 


Fact! In April 1998, there were 470 shelters for abused women across Canada, up from 18 in 
1978.4 Between April 1, 1997 and March 31, 1998, there were 90,792 persons (47,962 women and 
42,830 children) admitted to 413 of the shelters for abused women in Canada.§ 


HOMICIDE 


Fact! Women made up one third of the victims in the 536 cases of homicide committed in 1999. 
Data on solved crimes indicate that 51% of female homicide victims were killed by someone with 
whom they had an intimate relationship (compared with 6% of male victims).7 


Spousal homicide 


Fact! Four out of five victims of spousal homicide are female. In 1999, of the 71 persons who were 
killed by a current spouse (or an ex-spouse) in Canada, 60 were women (compared to 11 men). Two 

of the female victims were killed by a same-sex spouse. A further 17 female victims were killed by a 

current or ex-boyfriend (compared to 3 male victims by a current or ex-girlfriend).7 


Fact! Young women are most at risk of being killed by their partner. During the 1990s, the rate of 
spousal homicide where the victim was a woman under age 25 who was married, separated or living 
in a common-law relationship was 29 per one million couples. The rate of homicide per one million 
couples was 12 in the case of women aged 25 to 34, 8 in the case of women aged 45 to 54, and 6 in 
the case of women aged 55 and over.® 


Fact! From 1978 to 1997, men who killed their partner used a firearm in 40% of cases, a knife in 
25% of cases, physical beating in 18% of cases, strangling (including drowning) in 13% of cases, and 
other methods (such as poisoning, smoke inhalation or burning) in 4% of cases.8

Background: 


The federal government recognizes that 
reducing violence against women means 
righting the economic, cultural, social, legal, 
political and other bases of inequality. Social 
institutions, attitudes and practices that 
perpetuate gender inequality and reinforce 
violence against women must change. 


The federal government’s strategy to reduce 
violence and assure safety of women in 
Canada is based on a partnership among a 
number of federal departments and agencies 
from many sectors of society, including 
women’s and other equality-seeking 
organizations, businesses, educators and 
other levels of governments. It is predicated 


on a relationship of co-operation and 
co-ordination. Concern for the enormous 
social and economic costs for victims and 
society has prompted the federal government 
to take action to end violence against 
women, through legislation, education and 
prevention. 


Status of Women Canada (SWC), the federal 
government department responsible for 
promoting gender equality, has made ita 
priority to eliminate systemic violence 
against women. SWC has developed and 
supported many initiatives which aim to 
raise awareness and promote institutional 
change on issues related to violence against 
women and children.

The Supreme Court of Canada 
unanimously upholds a 1992 
law (Bill C-49) that restricts the 
ability of defence lawyers to 
question alleged victims of 
sexual assault about their past 
sexual history, known as the 
“rape shield” law.

Violence against women is a complex issue which requires a variety of strategies to modify 


attitudes, values and systems that contribute to maintaining and perpetuating inequality of 
women and, therefore, gender-based violence. These strategies must include, among other 
things, improved treatment of violence against women in the legal system, sensitization and 
education campaigns against violence and changing social institutions. Everyone can and 
must do their part. 


Here are a few things that you can do daily to help reduce violence against women.

Ignore others who tease you 
or try to make you feel 
inferior because you speak 
out against discrimination 
and violence against 
women. 


? Take responsibility for your 
choices and actions. 


? Learn new ways of 
expressing your needs and 
feelings. 
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? Learn how to resolve 
conflicts peacefully and 
how to manage your 
aggressiveness. 


? Avoid buying magazines, 
CDs or renting videos that 
abuse women or depict 
them as sexual objects. 


@ Start a discussion group for 
men/boys at school, at 
work, among your friends, 
or in the community, to talk 
about subjects such as 
interpersonal relationships, 
handling anger, 
masculinity, changing 
violent behaviour, etc. 


? Encourage your friends and 
family with anger problems 
to seek professional 
counselling. 


? Ifyou have a violent 
temper, seek professional 
help. Even with the best 
intentions, it is sometimes 
difficult to change 
aggressive behaviour 
without professional help or 
a support group.

? Work with others to develop 
new resources to help 
abused women, their 
partners or abusive men or 
to improve existing services. 


@ Encourage your school 
board officials to integrate 
courses and programs that 
denounce sexism and 
sexual violence into their 
regular curriculum and 
other school activities, and 
also to include programs 
that promote the building of 
positive self-esteem and 
healthy relationships. 


? Bea volunteer or donate 
money to a crisis centre or 
shelter for abused women. 


? Participate in a national or 
local campaign to fight 
violence against women or 
start a campaign of your 
own. 


2 Hold a safety walking audit 
to determine what areas of 
your community require 
improved lighting and 
overall safety measures. 
Share your findings with 
the police and other 
community safety 
initiatives.

event, make sure to choose an activity that suits your audience’s 
interests and concerns. These activities can be adapted for the 
classroom or various community groups. 


YOU COULD... 
? Join all Canadians by 


observing a Minute of 
Silence on December 6 at 
11:00 a.m. to remember 
those whose lives have been 
touched by violence and to 
consider what you can do 
personally to help end 
gender-based violence. 


Spread the word about the 
National Day of 
Remembrance and Action on 
Violence against Women and 
about the Minute of Silence. 
How? Send out an e-mail 
message to your colleagues 
and friends, put a special 
message on your fax cover 
sheet, your voice mail, your 
Web site, in your computer 
screensaver or in the 
employees’ pay envelopes.

It 
may be helpful to have the 
discussion moderated by a 
special resource person 
such as a psychologist, 
social worker or counselor. 
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? Organize a conference, a 
round table, or a panel 
discussion with guests 
speakers affiliated with a 
Sexual Assault Crisis 
Centre, a women’s shelter, 
the police service, the 
Crown Attorney’s Office, 
etc. Invite a woman who 
has survived abuse to talk 
about her experience. 


? Present a show, a concert 
or a play relating to the 
theme of violence and 
donate the proceeds toa 
local organization helping 
women in your community. 


? Organize a fundraising 
event for a local crisis 
centre or a shelter for 
abused women.
